Mr. Massey, Canada’s representative at 
Washington, today has the privilege of un 
veiling there a cross of sacrifice which has 
been erected by the Government of Canada 
as a tribute to citizens of the United States 
who lost their lives during the war while 
fighting in the Canadian army. No lan 
guage which he could have employed on the 
eceasion would exaggerate the esteem in 
which these men are held by the Canadian 
people. They fought for a cause to which 
their country had not at that time pledged 
itself. They were volunteers in a special 
sense, who chose to fight for freedom under 
a foreign flag rather than leave the issue to 
others. They were worthy comrades of our 
own heroic dead, and their memory shall not 
fade. No monument built on Canadian soil 
to the memory of Canadian soldiers is a 
more sincere expression of the regard of the 
people of Canada than this shaft which we 


have reared in another land to commemor- | 


ate the heroism of men upon whom Canada 
had no claim for service. 
PAYING OUR DEBTS 

Canada’s net debt was reduced $78,500.-
